SHEILA raced unplaced at two and three. She 
was also dam of the winners ARA (Phoenix Park 
Nursery Plate, also winner at three, later sent to 
Germany), SHELL (Curragh Juvenile Plate, Flying 
Dutchman Welter Handicap, Newcastle Handicap), 
and KNIGHT’S KEY (Mount Felix Maiden Plate, 
Durham Plate, His Majesty’s Plate, Princess’ Handi- 
cap, and also winner in India).

The Urge to Organize 


HE large number of new organizations of per- 


sons interested in various phases of racing is 
strongly indicative of a new consciousness of 


community of interest. The manifestation of this 
urge toward organization is, we believe, a most 
significant and important development. 

Racing, which had its origin in sporting in- 
stincts and whose foundations are still based 
upon these instincts, has had a_ tremendous 
growth in the last quarter-century and has de- 
veloped a commercial superstructure which has 
materially altered the internal nature of the Turf 
and its relationship with society in general. It 
has become a business or an occupation for a 
great number of individuals. Despite this de- 
velopment it has “just growed.” Its policies 
have been established with little thought for the 
general welfare, but only as separate individuals 
or organizations provided specific solutions to 
specific problems. Considering how antagonistic 
were some of the interests affected by these so- 
lutions, racing has made a great deal of progress 
with a minimum of dissension. 

But, unless we attribute entirely too much sig- 
nificance to the developments of the last two or 
three years, the days are now limited in which 
the American Turf can continue its uncoordi- 
nated growth without dissension. 


Consider the situation as it now stands. There 
are state organizations of breeders and owners 
in Maryland, Ohio, Texas, Illinois, and California. 
Their field of activity is limited principally to 
their own internal problems, but they are in a 
sense competitive. There is a jockeys’ organi- 
zation which aims to make things better for 
jockeys. There is a trainers’ organization func- 
tioning, and two other trainers’ organizations 
which are being set up. There is an association 
of racing commissioners which has no authority 
but which performs the important function of 
providing an audience for other organizations. 

These organizations have largely concerned 
themselves with the general welfare of their 
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membership, and propose to do so in the future. 
Some of them have gone as far as to deny in 
boldface type that they are labor unions, for the 
idea of a labor union, which connotates control 
on a racketeering basis, is a frightful matter for 
the average racing executive, or the average man 
in racing. On this score, however, it ought not 
to be overlooked that the real laborers of racing, 
the stable hands, are the ones which have not 
yet been invited to join an organization and hence 
are the ones which are most susceptible to re- 
cruiting by organized labor. One of the new or- 
ganizations, the Horseman’s Retirement Fund, 
includes the following paragraphs in its prelimi- 
nary statement to the public: 


There are two classes of membership, active and 
honorary. 

All registered owners, trainers, and racing associa- 
tions are eligible for active membership. All other 
memberships shall be honorary. Only active members 
are eligible to vote at the regular meetings of the 
association. 

It has been suggested, and it is earnestly hoped, 
that the permanent association will embrace in its 
membership, in addition to the above, jockeys, exercise 
boys, grooms, rubbers and swipes. 


It is hardly likely that jockeys, exercise boys, 
grooms, rubbers, and swipes will be interested in 
joining an organization in which they have no 
vote, or in which the controlling machinery has 
been set up before they had a vote. 

We have referred to this problem of organiza- 
tion for the second time in four weeks because 
we feel that it now demands the serious atten- 
tion of people in racing. We are going to have 
organizations from now on, whether we like it 
or not. If we are going to have them, let us do 
our best to make them sensible and serviceable. 

We should like to see the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners (because there is 
no other available organization of similar geo- 
graphical scope) set up a committee to study this 
matter on a large scale, a committee which 
should include one or two commissioners along 
with breeders, owners, trainers, jockeys, grooms, 
executives, lawyers, physicians, and above all, 
trained executives in social work. It is a task 
for many men, and they must be men with some- 
thing more than good intentions. 
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Phenothiazine, 
Pro and Con 


After the “new” drug phenothiazine had re- 
ceived approval from Government sources as an 
effective treatment for strongyles in the horse, a 
number of Thoroughbred breeders last year began 
using the drug. Most of them were well pleased 
with the results. Then from research workers at 
the University of Kentucky came the report that 
phenothiazine was not so non-toxic as it had ap- 
peared, and that it was likely to produce a definite 
reduction in the number of red blood cells in the 
patient. At present there is considerable con- 
fusion with regard to phenothiazine, and veter- 
inarians and Thoroughbred breeders have slowed 
up in their use of the drug pending a more definite 
analysis of its effects. 

Below are published two recent statements on 
phenothiazine, the first from Dr. Frank Hare, of 
Lexington, a member of the Kentucky State 
Board of Veterinary Examiners, mimeographed 
for members of the Thoroughbred Club of Amer- 
ica; the second from Dr. Robert H. Bardwell, a 
veterinarian and manager of Mereworth Farm at 


Lexington.

T certainly is refreshing and reassuring to know 
that investigation and research in diseases of 
horses in Kentucky are in the hands of veteri- 
narians and pathologists, men who are straight 
thinkers, and on an unrelenting search for the 
truth. This was well borne out in the recent work 
on phenothiazine as a worm medicine in horses by 
Errington and Westerfield of the University of 
Kentucky and published in a recent issue of Vet- 
erinary Medicine, later discussed at a meeting of 
the Thoroughbred Club of America. 


Veterinarians are after all the only ones in a 
position to determine the effect of a drug on a 
horse. The attitude that “the operation was a 
success but the patient died” is not one that will 
get very far in veterinary practice. A parasitolo- 
gist may be interested in the effect of a drug ona 
parasite, but drawing the conclusion that a drug 
is non-toxic for horses because it did noc kill fruit 
trees when used as an insecticide or kill hogs or 
sheep or goats is a bit short-sighted. It is amaz- 
ing that recommendations for its use in horses 
should come from an official government agency 
after testing it on only four animals, three horses 
and one mule, and without fully determining the 
effect of the drug on the horse. Trained men do 
not determine the effect of a drug on a horse alto- 
gether by “looking at him” as was done in the 
original work on phenothiazine. There are other 
ways more accurate. 


It would appear from the work of Errington and 
Westerfield that the publicity phenothiazine has 
received as a safe, non-toxic, and effective drug 
in removing strongyles from the horse has been a 
bit premature and certainly based on inadequate 
experimentation. Errington and Westerfield re- 
port its use on 55 animals and since their report 
was published they have obtained considerable 
additional information. If their investigations 
are continued, in all probability a great deal more 
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damage will be uncovered. If this drug had been 
“discovered” by a pharmaceutical company, I am 
wondering if they would have received a permit 
to sell it as safe and effective in removing stron- 
gyles in horses on the evidence now available. 

Let us scrutinize for a moment the experiment 
of Errington and Westerfield. First, it had been 
claimed that the drug is highly effective against 
strongyles. It evidently does not have any effect 
on the immature forms because 28 days after the 
drug was administered worm eggs began appear- 
ing in the feces and by the 49th day there were 
practically as many adult worms in the intestines 
as before treatment. That means that the drug 
must be used about every month. This fact no 
doubt prompted Errington to give one experi- 
mental animal small doses of the drug each 
month for three, four or five months. With what 
result? This particular filly showed more than 
a 50 per cent decrease in red blood cells, but the 
most interesting part and by far the most signifi- 
cant was the fact that the filly showed a gradual 
decrease from the time the first dose was given 
which means that the poison is accumulative. 
Probably if one or two more monthly doses are 
given there will not be any filly. 

Now let us contrast this with the results ob- 
tained by the use of oil of chenopodium, which 
has been used by practicing veterinarians every- 
where for 15 years or more. Each of two exam- 
inations of the fecal material of a well known 
stallion showed over 100 bloodworm eggs to the 
field, before treatment. Ten days after treat- 
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ment with oil of chenopodium two examinations 
made on consecutive days were negative for worm 
eggs. Six months after treatment two examina- 
tions showed seven and nine strongyle eggs re- 
spectively. One year after treatment one exam- 
ination showed 13 strongyle eggs. This stallion 
also received an arsenical preparation intraven- 
ously and of equal importance the paddock in 
which he was confined was repeatedly chain- 
harrowed. 

Similar results are obtained in every instance 
with the use of oil of chenopodium. Dr. Maurice 
G. Hall, late chief of the Zoological Division of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, recommended oil 
of chenopodium as being to all extent and pur- 
poses 100 per cent effective against both large 
and small strongyles as well as strongyloides that 
occur in foals. The work of Dr. Hall seems to 
have been overlooked by the men who have given 
so much favorable publicity to phenothiazine. 

What about the claim that phenothiazine is 
non-toxic, that the kidneys are not damaged, that 
the red color of the urine is not blood but a dye? 
Errington’s work shows definitely that the drug 
is toxic in the dosage recommended by the gov- 
ernment men. As a matter of fact the drug is 
very toxic. The anemia he found in horses re- 
ceiving even less than the dose prescribed by the 
government shows that the drug is far more toxic 
to horses than many of the acute infectious dis- 
eases including shipping fever, distemper, and 
even many cases of swamp fever. Malnutrition 
and heavy infestations with parasites of all kinds 
do not cause the anemia that this drug causes. 
The drug is far more dangerous than the worms. 
That this anemia is not inconsequential is shown 
by the fact that blood does not come back to nor- 
mal promptly like it does in ordinary hemorrhage. 
What is needed it seems to me is a drug that will 
increase the red corpuscles, not decrease them. 
We have too many horses now that do not seem 
to have enough red corpuscles, judging from the 
way they fade out when they get to the three- 
eighth pole. That sounds like levity but did you 
know that the red blood corpuscles carry oxygen 
to the tissues and carry away poisons and that 
fatigue is the result of the accumulation of these 
poisons? That is something to remember. 

When urine drawn with a catheter is red with 
blood it seems that statements highly circulated 
among horsemen to the effect that the kidneys 
are not damaged and that the color is due to a 
dye are very careless to say the least. Even 
when the urine is not highly colored but smears 
under the microscope show red blood corpuscles, 
can that be explained away on the theory of ‘“‘oxi- 
dation of certain factors in the phenothiazine” ? 

The mare described by Errington that died 
after receiving a “proper” dose of the drug showed 
that her kidneys were practically in a state of 
disintegration. The colic produced in two out of 
four stallions after receiving the recommended 
dose of phenothiazine was in all probability due 
to inflammation of kidneys and not the intestines. 
A careful examination probably will show that all 
these so-called cases that “do fine” after receiv- 
ing the drug have permanently damaged kidneys. 

I hope that some day the chemists will be able 
to extract the principal that is poisonous to the 
horse and otherwise refine this drug so that it 
will be safe and even more effective than it is at 
present. When that time comes we will have a 
drug of great value to the horse industry. In the 
meantime let us leave the experimentation with 
this drug in the hands of men like Errington and 
Westerfield, who are competent to judge its effect 
on horses as well as parasites.

“OST of us have read the releases from the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, the Horse and 
Mule Association of America, the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, and the reports in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE concerning the new worm treatment known 
as phenothiazine. The result seems to be that a 
good many breeders are in various stages of 
doubt in which the appraisal of the drug ranges 
all the way from considering it the best treat- 
ment of all time to condemning it as a menace to 
the horse life of the country. 

In discussing parasite problems it is well to 
state a few elementary considerations at the be- 
ginning, to explain the interest in this problem, 
and the difficulties which attach to it. The num- 
ber and kinds of parasites affecting the horse are 
not exceeded by those affecting any other species 
of animal. Horses are affected adversely by the 
presence of parasites, and bloodworms are capable 
of causing very severe damage and complete dis- 
ability as a race horse, and even death. 

The increase in the horse industry with the re- 
sulting concentration and congestion is a favor- 
able condition for the increase of the parasites. 
Breeders of sheep, hogs, and poultry have found 
that the success or failure of their business often 
depends on their efforts to control parasites in 
their animals. The horse breeder does not gen- 
erally have available the range that is required 
by sheep, nor is he able to turn the newly born 
foal on a new seeding of clover, as is recom- 
mended by hogmen, or to put the young horses on 
a wire screen to keep them off infested ground as 
poultrymen do. It seems to be necessary to de- 
pend more upon a worm medicine than upon any 
any other measure to rid horses of parasites. For 
this reason we are always looking for a more 
effective remedy that will be safe and easy to 
administer. 

When phenothiazine appeared it had all the ear- 
marks of the drug we had been looking for. It 
was practically 100 per cent effective. It re- 
quired no fasting period. It could be administered 
either with a tube or with a syringe or on the 
feed. After treatment the horses apparently 
showed fewer clinical symptoms of disturbance 
than with other worm medicines. 

As nearly as I can estimate there have been 
over 2,000 horses treated with phenothiazine by 
practitioners in Fayette and surrounding coun- 
ties. Two horses of these 2,000 have been re- 
ported as showing marked clinical symptoms as 
a result of the treatment, and one of these was 
said to have been in bad health at the time of 
treatment. 

But, as horsemen very well know, the parasite 
is so closely allied with its host that any drug 
strong enough to dislodge the parasite is also 
strong enough to have some effect upon certain 
organs of the host. Now it appears that not even 
phenothiazine is free of the disadvantages which 
characterize anti-parisitic drugs. Errington and 
Westerfield have brought to light some facts 
which indicate that the picture is not nearly so 
rosy as it was first painted. Blood tests and 
autopsy examinations reveal that the drug is 
capable of doing damage. Errington and Wester- 
field have further shown that the recommended 
dose may be greatly reduced with the same ef- 
ficient results. 

I am hoping that within the next few months 
effective dose will be more definitely established, 
that the damage done will be determined, and 
whether it is temporary or permanent, and also 
that we may have more definite evidence as to 
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the safe interval between doses. I hope that the 
drug may turn out to be another such as have 
been discovered in sulfanilamide and sulfapyri- 
dine, effective and safe if used with caution and 
with full knowledge of its potentialities. 

I personally have treated with phenothiazine 
about 300 horses, including weanlings, barren and 
pregnant mares, yearlings, and stallions. After 
the treatment these horses seemed to be in much 
better condition than after any other treatment 
I have ever used. The only clinical symptom 
that I have noticed was a slight amount of icterus, 
which is a common symptom of jaundice, but in 
this case was no doubt due to disintegration of red 
blood cells. I am hoping that with the marked 
reduction of the effective dose this symptom will 
disappear. I do not know how many of the ani- 
mals treated showed this symptom, but I do know 
that it disappeared quickly whenever it was 
noticed. None of the animals treated showed 
symptoms of colic or went off their feed. 

I began using phenothiazine before Errington 
and Westerfield had pointed out the pathological 
effects of the drug, and before they had shown 
that smaller doses could be used effectively. But 
even among the animals which were given large 
doses (up to 214 ounces) there were none which 
showed the ill effects I have noted in many cases 
when other worm medicines were used. Perhaps 
the difference between my results and the results 
at the Experiment Station can be accounted for 
by the fact that the horses I treated were on grass 
and their bowels were in excellent condition. But 
the findings at the Experiment Station certainly 
cannot be disregarded. 

It seems to me that we must be cautious with 
this drug until the technique for its use has been 
more thoroughly worked out. But let us also be 
cautious enough not to condemn it until the evi- 
dence is more complete. 


More Coming 


Further details in connection with the investi- 
gation of phenothiazine will be included in a 
paper soon to be published by Dr. W. W. Dimock, 
head of the Department of Animal Pathology at 
the University of Kentucky, and his associate, 
Dr. B. J. Errington.

First Foals 


What is apparently the first foal of the year 
was dropped at Valdina Farm, near Sabinal, 
Texas, a quarter-hour past midnight on January 
1. The foal, by Sortie out of Virginia B., by 
Friar Rock, was premature by more than a 
month. Virginia B., having developed a blood 
infection, was given an injection shortly before 
midnight, dropped her foal shortly afterward. 
The foal, being fed from a bottle and given ar- 
tificial heat, is reported to have a good chance 
to live. 

California’s nomination for the first Thorough- 
bred foal of 1941 is a filly by Whee (son of 
*Wrack) out of Montana Grass, by Tilka, foaled 
at 3 a. m. on January 1 at Leroy Wardlow’s La 
Sierra Stock Ranch, Corona, Calif. 

The first report of a 1941 foal in Kentucky to 
reach THE BLOOD-HORSE comes from E. D. Ax- 
ton’s Woodsacres, at Skylight, near Louisville, 
where Ruths Hope, by *Monk’s Way, gave birth 
to a colt by Bostonian on the morning of Janu- 
ary 3. 
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POST-BELLUM PROSPECT 


In a recent number of the Sporting Life (Lon- 
don) appears an article by “A Special Corres- 
pondent” with regard to the outlook for Thor- 
oughbred breeding and racing after the war is 
over. After concluding that the years of plenty 
which followed the last war are not likely to be 
repeated after this one, the article goes on as 
follows: 


ORE hopeful prospects for the breeding in- 

dustry are that a number of American mil- 
lionaires may be tempted into the racing game in 
the Old Country, or may seek stock here to race 
in the States, where the sport is having a great 
boom. 

These are possibilities, and it would be im- 
mensely pleasing if the international character of 
racing, which was developing fairly rapidly be- 
fore the war, could be strengthened. 

But as a future market for our bloodstock we 
should not set too much store in America. 

Although there is a great deal more racing in 
America than in this country in normal times, 
the supply of horses is already exceeding re- 
quirements, and there is even talk of forming a 
fund, by a percentage deduction from all stakes, 
which would be used to purchase for destruction 
the worst class horses now in training! 

How keenly some of our owners must wish that 
a similar philanthropic fund could be raised in 
England! 

It is clear, therefore, that, although there will 
always be a chance of selling to the States a 
horse or mare of superlative quality—which are 
just the sort we do not want to part with—there 
is no mass market for our bloodstock across the 
Atlantic. 

In fact, it is much more likely that American 
breeders will be offering yearlings for sale at 
Newmarket in the years to come. 

Even the Jersey Act may not stem this in- 
vasion. For one thing, many American-breds are 
now eligible for the G.S.B., and their numbers 
are increasing. 

Further, the ‘stigma’ which was supposed to 
attach to those which were barred from Messrs. 
Weatherby’s Stud Book is not now generally re- 
garded with its old-time horror. 

As for the impoverished Continent, no breeder 
can contemplate a market there for many years 
to come. And the demand from the Dominions, 
India, and the South American States, if main- 
tained at its pre-war level, is relatively trifling. 

From this brief review, it may be thought that 
the writer sees no ray of hope for the British 
bloodstock industry, but this is not the fact. In 
my judgment, there is no prospect of substantial 
business in overseas markets in the immediate 
post-war years, nor do I see any likelihood of any 
“boom” at home. 

But a reasonable share of prosperity will come 
to the industry if one condition is fulfilled—if 
those who control the sport of racing throw off 
their lethargy and promote the sport on up-to- 
date lines. 

If racing thrives the breeder can be assured of 
a fair return, and it is as much in the interests of 
members of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Associa- 
tion as in the shareholders of racecourses to do all 
in their power to bring about a revolution in the 
promotion of the sport. 

Nowhere in the world is such grand racing pro- 
vided as on our British tracks. Scarcely any- 
where is it so meanly presented. 
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Motion Pictures 
For Officials 


Philip Bieber, lately president of the now in- 
operative Horse Retirement Fund, is author of the 
following argument in behalf of slow-motion pic- 
tures of all races. 


INCE racing has become one of our big’ in- 

dustries, the source of revenue to some states, 
and patronized by millions of the public, many 
changes have come about. The tote, stall gate, 
enclosed gate, electric timers, camera finishes, 
and other valuable improvements. All of these 
were installed to create confidence, to give all 
horses and boys an equal chance, and provide as 
much safety as possible. But still, there is a 
great gap. One that must be filled, to place the 
final touch of confidence that this sport sorely 
needs. 

How often do we hear the cry FOUL CLAIMED 
... and then the long wait until the stewards de- 
cide on the claim. How well do we realize that 
the best talker among the riders has the best 
chance. Then, whether the officials allow the 
claim or not, many of the public, a rider, owner, 
and a trainer feel that justice was not done, and a 
doubt remains. . . . Always, regardless of what 
they decide, that doubt remains. 

Time and again, and so often without founda- 
tion, we hear, Did you see so-and-so deliberately 
pull that horse? ... you thief... you should be 
set down for good . . . making suckers of the 
public . . . did you see what that reporter from 
the Daily Rag wrote about him? ... it’s a darn 
shame to allow such goings on... etc., etc. 

Pages could be written telling of incidents that 
happen in the flash of an eye, during a race. 
Then we must rely on the word of a rider or on 
the word of a patrol judge, who may not have 
been in a position to see, especially if the occur- 
rence took place on the inside of one or more 
horses, or while rounding a turn. 

How often do many honest witnesses tell con- 
flicting stories of events, which took hours to un- 
fold, and yet we expect our witness to the various 
racing accidents, that happen within a fraction of 
a second, to tell an accurate story of the event, 
despite the fact that we are so often dealing with 
boys still in their teens, and under the highest 
form of stress and excitement. 

All of this can be corrected, and to the com- 
plete satisfaction of everyone. All that we need 
is the taking of slow-motion pictures, of an entire 
race, from start to finish. Not one detail need 
be left out, and it can be displayed on any screen 
at any time. 

Everyone is acquainted with the famous Dart- 
mouth-Cornell football affair. The game was ac- 
cepted as a victory for Cornell, until the motion 
pictures were shown. These pictures, in slow 
motion, clearly showed that the victory belonged 
to Dartmouth, and that all of the referees were 
wrong. And so, days after, Dartmouth was con- 
ceded the game. Unfortunately, in racing, the 
judges’ decision is final, and if they err, the public 
are the ones to suffer. A wrong decision, in the 
case of a foul, is the cause of innocent persons 
paying for the error. The camera wiil eliminate 
this, as we are told that the pictures can be de- 
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veloped, and any section shown on a screen in a 
short time. 

I have been informed by reliable persons that 
motion pictures taken of the Pimlico Futurity in 
which Privileged was disqualified, and the award 
given to Matey, and in which Arcaro was set 
down for the alleged foul, actually showed that 
Richards on Matey was the offender, and that 
Privileged should not have been disqualified. The 
pictures were not publicly displayed, because of 
some discussion over the fact that they were 
taken by a non-union operator, and could not be 
be shown in movie houses, where all operators 
are union men. 

These pictures can be shown every day, in the 
jockey’s room, to instruct them on various safety 
measures. The boys can then see their own rid- 
ing mistakes, and a competent person can show 
how many dangers can be avoided and the un- 
necessary risks taken in the race. 

New jockeys can be shown the technique of 
good riding, the pitfalls, traps, and the right and 
wrong way in any emergency. In this way we 
can instruct our new talent and make for better 
racing and riding. 

An owner or trainer may see his horse’s per- 
formance. He can decide whether blinkers or 
other equipment be necessary, anu that should 
make for better performances. Recently a mo- 
tion picture concerning the life of Seabiscuit 
showed this fine animal in full stride. Every 
muscle, every motion, and even the clods of dirt 
flying, were clearly pictured. It would be a sim- 
ple matter for a trainer to see if his animal was 
hitting himself, or if it was ducking clods, or any 
other detail. Should a boy complain that he was 
unable to keep a straight course, as his horse 
bore in or bore out, and should the old excuse 
that “the horse always did that in his races” be 
given, it would be a simple matter to check. Past 
performances of the horse could be shown, as we 
can always run a race over with the camera. 

The public can be invited to showings of previ- 
ous day’s races, during some set hour in the morn- 
ing, to show them why certain decisions were 
made, and take the mystery out of racing, so 
much of which still prevails. 

It will be a bold and foolish jockey that will not 
tell the truth, when questioned, for that film will 
always bear witness. Deliberate fouling, ques- 
tionable rides, even the use of forbidden mechani- 
cal devices, reckless riding to endanger the lives 
and property of others, unmanageable horses, that 
should be eliminated from racing, and hundreds 
of other faults will be shown with the use of the 
slow-motion camera. 

As to the cost, motion picture company repre- 
sentatives have given estimates that are startling 
because of their reasonableness. There is not a 
track in the country that could not afford to in- 
stall this important device, and not a racing fan 
who would not appreciate it. 

Racing is a big game, and involves much money. 
We have always prided ourselves in believing that 
it is a game where sportsmanship reigns supreme. 
The type of people who own our big stables and 
breeding farms speak for the class of the sport. 
Is it sporting then, to penalize or punish innocent 
persons, and in some cases even rule an unoffend- 
ing person from the Turf for life, through what 
may be an avoidable error? Can any of us 
ever forget that unfortunate Jockey Barba case? 
In this affair, Jockey Meade was suspended under 
a cloud of suspicion for some time. If pictures 


had been taken and shown, the cause of that 
fatal accident could have been rapidly cleared up, 
and all doubts erased from everyone’s mind. 
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Importations 
1940 


NE of the significant developments of the 

year 1940 was the importation of possibly 
three-quarters of a million dollars worth of Thor- 
ourhbreds into the United States. 

Of the 284 Thoroughbreds whose entry into 
North America had been registered with The 
Jockey Club by the end of December, about 250 
came from England and France. Their presence 
in this country can be chiefly attributed to the 
war, since American owners of horses in England 
and France strove mightily to get their horses 
to safer ground, and since English owners were 
much more willing to sell than would have been 
the case in time of peace. 

So many importations were made during 1940, 
and so much confusion attended the transfers, 
that THE BLOOD-HORSE, to obtain a reliable list 
list for reference, asked The Jockey Club of New 
York to prepare a complete list of all imported 
horses registered with it during the year. 

Thirty-one of the 284 horses came from South 
America, two from Australia, the remainder from 
France, England, and Ireland. No attempt has 
been made to separate the horses shipped here 
from Europe, but those from South America and 
Australia have been separated. Otherwise the 
horses are given in the same order as listed by 
The Jockey Club, which is presumably the order 
of their registration with that organization. 

Ralph Beaver Strassburger, an American whose 
principal racing and breeding interests have been 
in France, brought over 27 head during the year. 
Louis B. Mayer accounted for 22 importations, 
Charles S. Howard for 21, Joseph E. Widener for 
20, Arthur B. Hancock for 18, Bert L. Squires for 
17, Robert Sterling Clark for 15, Walter J. Salmon 
for 12. 

Many of the imported horses were weanlings, 
yearlings, and horses in training. There were 
also a number of broodmares, among them Robert 
Sterling Clark’s Oaks winner *Galatea. But the 
best known of the horses which came over were 
stallions or stallion prospects, including such as 
*Bahram, *Mahmoud, *Easton, *Rhodes Scholar, 
*Hairan, *Bel Aethel, *Sierra Nevada, *Saint 
Andrews, *Heliopolis, *Chrysler II, and *Hunters 
Moon IV. 

In the following list the name of the importer 
is given in boldface type after each group as 
registered with The Jockey Club. In some in- 
stances the name is that of an agent rather than 
of an actual owner.

Bigger and Better 


ANTA ANITA PARK opened this winter with 

minimum purses of $1,500, this being the 
highest minimum reached at any American race 
track in post-depression times, and with an un- 
precedented set of stakes values. That it has 
drawn a first-class band of horses is a natural 
consequence, and that these have drawn in- 
creased crowds seems likely from early returns. 
Opening day was behind that of last season, the 
pari-mutuel total being $725,055, as against 
$805,180 in 1939. But on New Year’s Day, de- 
spite rival attractions, the handle was $866,318, 
as against $785,680 in 1940. Through the first 
six days, the average was $569,205, but the fig- 
ures for last season include two Saturdays and 
New Year’s Day, while the first six this year in- 
clude but one Saturday, as there was charity rac- 
ing on December 30. Taking this into considera- 
tion, the current meeting is ahead of last year’s, 
though it has been getting none the best of the 
weather. 


The New Year’s Day program drew a crowd 
estimated at 47,000 people. The featured event 
went, as did that on opening day, to Charles S. 
Howard, whose Mioland turned in a capable mile 
over a heavy track to win the stakes event. The 
day had started with a victory for L. B. Mayer’s 
Queen Toke, by Torchilla, bred by Mr. Mayer’s 
trainer, Clyde Van Dusen. The heavy track did 
not help the class of the card, the best race aside 
from the stakes being an allowance event for 3- 
year-olds, won by Millsdale Stable’s *Sun Briar 
colt Kansas. 


On January 4, a very bad day as far as weather 
was concerned, the crowd was cut sharply. The 
Associated Press guessed 27,000; International 
News Service said 35,000. The figures show, not 
so much the attendance at Santa Anita, as the 
range of newspaper estimates, though usually 
the press-box gets together better on its guesses. 


There was some expectation that Mr. Howard 
might make it three stakes in a row on the 
Saturday, in the San Felipe Handicap, as he was 
represented by Porter’s Cap, winner of last sum- 
mer’s Washington Park Futurity. But third was 
the best he could do, and Mrs. Anthony Pelleteri’s 
Bull Reigh, an $1,100 purchase which Mrs. Pelle- 
teri took from Mrs. J. D. Hertz’s consignment to 
a Belmont Park paddock sale in 1939, proved 
himself a bargain by winning the race easily by 
four lengths. 


A $2,500 graded handicap for Class C horses, 
at seven furlongs, went somewhat unexpectedly 
to Mrs. Vera S. Bragg’s Justice M., a son of *Jus- 
tice F. It represented a double for the stable, 
as Mrs. Bragg had won a six-furlong allowance 
race with Cute Trick, 3-year-old daughter of 
Cantankerous. Another double was scored by 
A. G. Tarn, who won the fifth and eighth races, 
both claiming affairs, with He Said, by Witch- 
mount, and *Patan, by Parwiz, the latter bred in 
Argentina. 

The December 30 program, an addition to the 
regular meeting, was held for the benefit of the 
National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, and 
realized some $20,000 for that purpose. The 
races were run in deep mud, which seemed to 
hold the favorites and let the long shots through, 
for not a single first choice won that day.

Another for Howard 


When the racing of December 31 was over, 
Charles S. Howard was leading money winner of 
1940. When the racing was done on January 1 
Mr. Howard was leading owner in 1941, for his 
Mioland (126) captured the only stakes event of- 
fered on that day, the New Year Handicap 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one mile) at 
Santa Anita Park. It was the second stakes vic- 
tory for the Howard horses at the Los Angeles 
meeting, Yankee Dandy having taken the Cal- 
ifornia-bred stakes on opening day. 

Mioland, one of the best of last year’s 3-year- 
olds, was ridden by Jockey Leon Haas, and he 
went to the post favored at 8 to 5. Sweepida 
(119) was off in front and drew clear on the first 
turn, a fact which did not keep Ralph Neves 
from explaining, after the race, that the ground 
broke from under him at the start. Mioland was 
away well enough, but he and Merry Knight 
(110) bumped each other going into the first 
turn, and then dropped back to the end of the 
field. On the back stretch Mioland was taken 
out to find racing room, came along rapidly, and 
at the top of the stretch was third, only two heads 
from the lead. He raced very wide in the stretch, 
but nevertheless caught W. B. Simpson’s Gen’l

Manager (109), which had taken the lead on the 
last turn, in the upper stretch. Mioland drew 
clear, then began yielding ground again, but held 
on to win by a neck. Gen’l Manager was five 
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lengths ahead of Sweepida, with Circle S Stable’s 
Wise Father (107) two lengths farther back. In 
order followed Dusky Duke (107), Royal Cru- 
sader (110), Whichcee (122), and Merry Knight. 
Whichcee, from which a good deal more had 
been expected, raced very wide at the start, 
showed only mild speed thereafter, and stopped 
badly in the last quarter-mile. Time, :23%, 
24725, 1:131%, 1:393%5, track heavy. Stakes divi- 
sion, $8,600, $2,000, $1,000, $500. 

Mioland, which Mr. Howard purchased last win- 
ter with the Santa Anita Derby particularly in 
mind, for a reported price of $15,000, has proved 
an exceedingly good investment, though he failed 
in that 3-year-old test. He has started 21 times, 
won 11 races, finished second twice, third twice, 
and has earned $109,530. Last year he was sec- 
ond, to Bimelech, in money won ($98,570). He is 
the one hundred and twenty-first horse to win as 
much as $100,000 in North America, and is one 
hundred and third on the list. Iolanda did not 
race. She has produced four foals of racing age, 
all winners, two of them stakes winners. Her 
other foals are Wildland (Half Moon, Golden 
State Breeders’, Sacramento Governor’s Handi- 
caps), Norlanda (to six, 1940), and The Cleaver 
(to four, 1940). The Cleaver is a full brother to 
Mioland. *Jocasta produced two other foals, 
neither a winner, though one of them, Epicasta, 
is a producer. *Orange Lady is also dam of the 
winners Matthew (placed in stakes), Benedictine, 
and *Pontypridd (Columbus Day Handicap and 
producer), and the producer *Lacerta, grandam 
of Chuck Wagon, winner Texas Breeders Futurity. 


San Felipe Stakes 


Of the 10 starters which came out for the sev- 
enth running of the San Felipe Stakes ($10,000 
added, 3-year-olds, seven furlongs) at Santa 
Anita Park January 4, four were reckoned to 
have a good chance. The favorite was Mrs. 
Anthony Pelleteri’s Bull Reigh (117), at 21 to 10, 
but M. E. Ryan’s Stimady (123), Milky Way 
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Farm's After Dawn (117), and Charles S. How- 
ard’s Porter’s Cap (126) were conceded a reason- 
able expectation. The other six, including two 
entries, were virtually overlooked. 


It was one of these, Strong Arm (117), which 
went to the front at the start, and held the lead 
for a half-mile. Just behind this High Quest colt 
came Bull Reigh, rather hard ridden by Basil 
James to keep his place. After he got room 
James took him in hand, waited for the leader to 
show signs of tiring before sending his mount up. 
On the last turn Bull Reigh went smoothly into 
the lead, began to draw away. From far back 
came After Dawn, having been blocked in the 
early running. He worked his way up between 
horses, finished with a good rush, but had no 
chance to catch the leader. Bull Reigh won by 
four lengths, and After Dawn was a length ahead 
of Porter’s Cap, which finished very well after 
racing in close quarters during the early furlongs. 
Valdina Farm’s Valdina Groom (117) held on 
well to be fourth, a neck behind the Howard colt, 
a head in front of Stimady, which stopped from 
second to fifth in the last furlong. In order fol- 
lowed Valdina Paul (114), Strong Arm, Tin Pan

Bull Reigh was foaled April 25, 1938, at A. B. 
Hancock's Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. In the fall 
of his yearling season he was put in a paddock 
sale at Belmont Park and Mr. Pelleteri bought 
him for $1,100. He has started seven times, won 
five races, finished second once, third once, and 
has earned $14,055. He now becomes a serious 
prospect for the $50,000 added Santa Anita Derby 
in February. Risque Reigh did not race; this is 
her first foal. Risque won the Lassie, Spinaway, 
and Alabama Stakes, and Arlington Matron Han- 
dicap. She has two other foals of racing age, 
both sisters to Risque Reigh, and neither a win- 
ner. Risky is also dam of the winners Jovius 
(16 wins, including the overnight Berkeley, Ala- 
meda, New London, Provincetown, Aloha Handi- 
caps), Riskulus ($31,540, including Agua Caliente 
Derby, Arlington, Santa Clara Handicaps), and 
Taken, and the producer Risk, dam of Sky Lark- 
ing (Hopeful, Bashford Manor Stakes, Albany 
Handicap), Danger Point (Metropolitan Handi- 
cap), and Little Risk (Hialeah Stakes, Correction 
Handicap). 


Nominations for Golden Gate 


A total of 52 nominations to the Golden Gate 
Handicap, $50,000 added event at 1%, miles, to 
be run on February 15 at the new Golden Gate 
track, were made before the event closed on 
January 1. Included are some of the principal 
Santa Anita Handicap candidates, such as Chal- 
ledon, *Kayak II, Mioland, Specify, Can’t Wait, 
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Big Flash, Impound, Sweepida, and Whichcee. 
The race will be run two weeks before the $100.,- 
000 Santa Anita Handicap, and it will share with 
the Massachusetts Handicap the not entirely 
gicricus distinction of being the shortest race 
for the most money in the handicap picture. The 
nominations:

Golden Gate Still Shut 


Its original opening date of December 28 hav- 
ing been replaced with January 1, the new Golden 
Gate track at San Francisco suffered a second 
postponement last week, and a new opening date 
of January 11 has been set.

Statistics and Recommendations 


NDER date of December 31, Chairman Her- 

bert Bayard Swope made his annual report 
to the New York secretary of state, on behalf of 
the State Racing Commission. If the secretary 
of state reads it intently he will know at least as 
much about racing in New York as if he had 
seen every race of the regular season. It is an 
87-page document, copiously illustrated with 
charts and tabulations, with 1940 statistics 
breken down in almost every conceivable way. 

The season was, according to the report, the 
most successful in the history of New York. 
There were 174 days in all, 170 at the five major 
tracks, four at hunts meetings. The total wager- 
ing was $103,259,359, a daily average of $593,444. 
The year’s attendance was 2,054,314, as com- 
pared with 1,559,695 in 1939, though, because of 
the smaller prices, the gate receipts for the year 
were smaller, by $110,000. These figures, both 
of betting and attendance, Mr. Swope pointed 
out, represent about one-fourth of the national 
totals. In yet another particular New York was 
convincingly first. Its patrons bet an average 
of $50.54 a day, an average of $6.93 per person 
per race. Florida averaged $47.38 per patron, 
or $5.92 per race (Florida and most other states 
have eight races a day; New York has seven 
except at Belmont Park and Saratoga, where a 
steeplechase means an additional race). Illinois 
had an average of $33.32 per person, in Rhode 
Island the average per person was $31.46; in 
Massachusetts, $28.81; in California, $26.76. 

Distribution also struck a new high mark, go- 
ing to $2,726,185, an increase of $618,000 over 
1939. Belmont Park was the leader with $875,- 
805, Saratoga was second with $499,225. 

The report pointed out that from 1,270 races, 
a total of 1,472 saliva samples were taken and 
analyzed, and that there was not a single case 
of stimulation discovered during the year. 


Comparison With Other States 


Two major recommendations were contained 
in the report. The commission made a most ex- 
haustive study of wagering, with regard to the 
length and class of the events. It found that 
the average bet per race on the flat was $83,202, 
and $10,471 per entry. The average betting per 
race at one mile and under was $77,766, and in 
events at more than one mile the average was 
$94,140. The average bet per entry was $9,383 
in the shorter races, $12,971 in the longer ones. 
In claiming races the average bet was $77,349; 
in other events it was $80,986. Having stated 
these findings, the commission ‘‘recommends to 
the associations that more revenue lies, not only 
for the State but for themselves, in program- 
ming races at longer distances and for better 
horses.” 


A second recommendation concerned disposi- 
tion of monies remaining in the hands of the 
associations from uncashed pari-mutuel tickets. 
This amounted to $67,898.90 in New York last 
year, though the amounts left at the various 
meetings scaled down as the season progressed 
and New Yorkers got the hang of the new betting 
method. The money at present reverts to the 
State, and the commission recommended that the 
legislature permit this money to be used for the 
relief of ill, superannuated, or indigent horse- 
men, suggested the setting up of a board to ad- 
minister the funds. The commission further 
recommended that an annual grant from these 
funds be made to the Grayson Foundation, which 
is conducting research work in horse diseases. 


Concluding the introduction to the report, the 
commission pointed out that no changes had been 
made in the personnel of the commission (H. B. 
Swope, John Hay Whitney, John Sloan) since it 
was created in May, 1934, and continued: “If the 
commission has been efficient in its functioning, 
it is due to the absence of politics and of changes 
in personnel. The commission has been aided by 
the attitude of the governor, the secretary of 
state, and the legislature.” 

The leading money-winning stable in New

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formance among the trainers was that of Burley 
Parke, trainer for Millsdale Stable, who sent out 
16 favorites and won with 12 of them. Of the 84 
favorites Hirsch Jacobs saddled, only 21 were 
successful. In point of money won by their 
charges, Trainer Fitzsimmons was far ahead, his 
horses earning $180,705. Max Hirsch was second 
in this respect, with $116,015. 

Among the jockeys, Donald Meade rode 139 
winners in New York to lead in this respect. The 
highest percentage however was that of Basil 
James, who got 23 per cent of his mounts, or 87 
of them, into the winner’s circle. Meade also 
had a fair percentage of favorites, winning with 
40 per cent of those he rode. Money-winning 
honors went to Eddie Arcaro, who won $256,222 
in purses, including the Futurity, Champagne, 
Withers Stakes, Metropolitan, Fleetwing, Queens 
County, Diana, and Edgemere Handicaps. Don- 
ald Meade, who won 15 stakes, was first in this 
respect.

Gulfstream Park, Again 


Major promotional failure of 1939 in racing 
circles was the accordion-like performance of 
Gulfstream Park, which folded up after four days 
of operation. The track, reputed to be an ex- 
tremely good one, and the buildings represented 
an investment of some $1,500,000, most of it put 
up by John C. Horning, who was also the con- 
structor of the plant. 

On December 31 it was reported at Miami that 
a group of men headed by Herbert Bayard Swope 
would purchase the track, and Jerome A. Louch- 
heim, Arnold Hanger, and John Hay Whitney 
were mentioned as members of the syndicate. 
On January 3 Mr. Louchheim, best known to 
racing as the owner of Pompoon, confirmed in 
Philadelphia that he and others were interested 
in purchasing the Florida track, refused to name 
any others of the group. By this time the name 
of Ogden Mills had been added to the list of 
prespective purchasers.

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PEDIGREE PONITS 


By J. A. Estes 


Nuffield and Common Fractions 


N Pedigree Points on November 30 was pub- 
lished a letter from Harry Sharpe, of San Jose, 
Calif., with regard to the influence of remote an- 
cestors in the pedigrees of race horses, and spe- 
cifically with regard to Nuffield, a high-class 
Australian colt whose breeding shows six lines of 
Bend Or. Commenting on the letter, I made a few 
observations which brought another letter from 
Mr. Sharpe. The letter was laid aside for a while 
because of the usual rush of year-end work 
around these diggings, but is here presented: 


“I much enjoyed your pithy comments on my 
communication re Nuffield’s Bend Or spots. I 
have to confess that your introduction of mathe- 
matical and philosophical angles into the prob- 
lem has me stumped. In my school days these 
subjects were just plain headaches to me, as a 
matter of fact, composition was the only chore 
that came fairly easy those days. 


“Your tabulation of Nuffield’s pedigree was the 
correct one, viz: Bend Or once in the fifth, four 
times in the sixth, once in the seventh generation. 
But I just can’t follow your reasoning that Cyl- 
lene is a more important item in Nuffield’s pedi- 
gree than is Bend Or. Drat those mathematics. 
Cyllene is a grandson of Bend Or, but Nuffield has 
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three other lines of Bend Or, through Martagon 
and *Ormonde (twice), who, incidentally, bring 
in three lines of the foundation mare Agnes. I 
add that up as six lines of Bend Or, three of Cyl- 
lene. 


“Apropos of ancestor worship, I find myself 
speculating why do practically all American 
breeders in their stallion and sale advertisements 
announce that ‘this is the Agnes or Alice Haw- 
thorn, or Queen Mary family,’ etc.? Are they 
‘spoofing’ novitiates, or honest believers that the 
influence of these mares still persists? Bruce 
Lowe Figure System addicts will have noted that 
Nuffield is by a No. 1 sire out of a No. 2 mare. 


“Your suggestion that witchcraft might ac- 
count for the Bend Or black spots kind of startled 
me, and I must ask for time out to study that one, 
as the subject was not included in the curriculum 
of my school.” 


All right, let’s open up the old arithmetic and 
have a little elementary study in mathematics. 

All living things are what they are because 
they have inherited all their characteristics from 
their parents, which in turn got them from their 
parents, etc. Chromosomes and genes are the 
biological gadgets through which this distribu- 
tion of characteristics is accomplished. No one 
knows exactly how these things operate, but in 
the last 40 years geneticists have found out a 
great deal about them. We can draw a moderate- 
ly accurate parallel by imagining a chromosome 
as a string of beads and a gene as one of the 
beads. These beads are peculiarly constructed. 
Each is composed of two halves, glued together 
along the axis of the chromosome. One half rep-

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resents a dominant factor, the other half a reces- 
sive factor. Suppose we imagine that the dom- 
inant factor is represented by a black half-bead, 
the recessive by a white half-bead. Hold the 
chromosome up by one end and you see three 
kinds of beads. Some are all black, some are all 
white, some are black on one side, white on the 
other. 

When a mating occurs and a sperm and an 
ovum come together to inaugurate life for a new 
individual, the two sides of each bead “come 
unstuck,”’ and the whole string of beads, that is, 
the chromosome, splits lengthwise. Then we have 
two strings of half-beads, each with blacks and 
whites mixed. One of these strings of half-beads 
is cast aside, the other finds its complement in a 
corresponding string of half-beads from the other 
parent. Now we have a new string of beads, 
some all black, some all white, some mixed. And 
the heredity of a new individual has been fixed. 
(A few liberties have been taken in simplifying 
this complicated process, but there is the general 
idea. ) 

Now, I submit that no gambling device ever 
manufactured by man was more thorough in its 
distribution of chance than this little system of 
beads and strings. A breeder is able to control 
one or two important factors through his knowl- 
edge of dominant and recessive factors (i. e., he 
can breed all chestnuts, or all bays, if he wants 
to), but since there are thousands of factors to be 
reckoned with, there is no way for him to control 
enough factors to assure himself of breeding a 
good race horse in any one instance. 

These beads and strings are no respectors of 
fame. Bend Or’s genes get the same shuffling 
as those of any other ancestor. Bend Or’s genes 
do not remain together in any generation that 
comes after him. They take pot-luck, like all the 
others. 

So, when we come to assess any given ances- 
tor’s share in the inheritance of an individual, we 
simply cut that generation of ancestors into as 
many fractions as there are ancestors. Heroic 
is estimated to have contributed 50 per cent of 
the genes which were effective in fixing the char- 
acteristics of Nuffield, and Belle Gallante fur- 
nished the other 50 per cent. In the next genera- 
including breaking yearlings.

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tion, Valais may be assumed to have furnished 
25 per cent, or one-fourth, because there are four 
ancestors. In the fourth generation are 16 an- 
cestors, and among these Cyllene occurs three 
times. Thus Cyllene represents three-sixteenths, 
or about 20 per cent, of the pedigree. Bend Or, 
though he occurs more frequently, is always 
farther back in the pedigree, and his percentage is 
smaller than Cyllene’s, as can be easily estimated. 

The same mathematics can be applied as a test 
for the Bruce Lowe theory of the continuing 
strong influence of remote tail-female ancestors. 
The theory is one of the most complete pieces of 
foolishness ever put together, and it is no credit 
to breeders of Thoroughbreds that they once upon 
a time accepted it. Not even the fact that prac- 
tically nothing was known of the mechanism of 
heredity in Bruce Lowe's day is 2nough to excuse 
the wholesale manner in whith this system of 
sophistry was taken over by breeders. (Ambrose 
Bierce defined positive as: Mistaken at the top of 
one’s voice. I guess that’s me.) 

The following section has some further ob- 
servations on the mathematics of heredity, and 
more especially on inbreeding, from a more scien- 
tific source. 


The Mathematics of Inbreeding 


The following was written for Pedigree Points 
by Dr. Dewey G. Steele, professor of genetics at 
the University of Kentucky, after he had read 
the comments on Nuffield in the issue of Novem- 
ber 30. 


HE recent discussion relative to the pedigree 

of Nuffield stimulated me to analyze this 
interesting pedigree by the Wright method. By 
means of this technique of pedigree analysis one 
may obtain an index of inbreeding for Nuffield, 
and also an accurate estimate of the contribution 
of various individual ancestors to him. It should 
be borne in mind, of course, that for any specific 
individual studied by this method the actual re- 
sults in inheritance may be above or below those 
expected by theoretical analysis. 


The complete pedigree of Nuffield to the sixth 
generation is shown in conventional form. There 
is no great point in extending the analysis be- 
yond this generation. It will be noted that there 
are several common ancestors, but the inbreed- 
ing for Nuffield is not high because it occurs so 
far back in his ancestry. By appropriate com- 
putation his Index of Inbreeding was found to 
be 2.9 per cent. This may be interpreted by 
stating that one would expect Nuffield to be 
about 3 per cent less hybrid or mixed (or 
heterozygous) as a result of his inbreeding than 
would be expected if all of his ancestors to the 
sixth generation were unrelated. A reduction in 
hybridity normally results in some increase in 
prepcetency. 

The point of greatest interest in the original 
inquiry concerned the contribution of certain re- 
mote ancestors to Nuffield’s inheritance. Some 
idea concerning this fundamental point may be 
learned by computing the Index of Relationship 
for Nuffield and various individual ancestors. 
Only those ancestors involved in the inbreeding 
of Nuffield have been considered. The Wright 
Index of Relationship between Nuffield and those 
ancestors is shown below. A comparison is made 
with the corresponding values obtained by ap- 
plying Galton’s well known Law of Ancestral 
Inheritance. In the latter the values are ex-

To interpret these results, one would say that 
Nuffield and Cyllene would be expected to be 
alike in about 18 per cent of their hereditary 
units; or, you may say that Nuffield would be 
expected to receive about 18 per cent of his in- 
heritance from Cyllene. The same applies to 
Nuffield and the other ancestors noted. The re- 
lationship between the sire and dam of Nuffield 
has also been computed, and the Index of Rela- 
tionship between them is 5.8 per cent.

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pedigree analysis, Wright’s and Galton’s, yielded 
about the same results. For the type of pedi- 
gree found so commonly in Thoroughbreds this 
is true and the Galton method, therefore, still has 
its place because it has the great advantage of 
being simple to use. It is very important to 
understand, however, that it has limitations. To 
be specific, it is possible, though altogether im- 
probable, that a male individual in Nuffield’s 
generation could actually be 100 per cent Bend 
Or; on the other hand, it is possible for an indi- 
vidual in Nuffield’s generation to inherit abso- 
lutely nothing from Bend Or. The reason for 
this ‘‘strange’’ breeding behavior is explained by 
the principle of segregation which is the basic 
cornerstone of Mendelism. 

The best way to consider the contribution of 
a remote ancestor is to calculate the most likely 
contribution by the Galton scheme (or Wright 
method) and to remember that greater or lesser 
contributions than this occur less frequently. In 
other words, breeding results depend upon 
Chance! To return specifically to the question 
of relative influence of near or remote ancestors 
there is both theoretical evidence as well as ac- 
tual breeding evidence to show that the influence 
of ancestors decreases as they become more re- 
mote. 


In Layman's Language 


HAVE always avoided using Wright’s compli- 

cated formulae for estimating the coefficiency 

of inbreeding and relationship for three reasons. 

They were too much trouble to compute, too hard 

for the average reader to understand, and 
wouldn’t help anybody, anyway. 

But since Dr. Steele has brought the matter up, 
it is a good opportunity to point out the compara- 
tive unimportance of inbreeding as generally prac- 
ticed by Thoroughbred breeders. Inbreeding is a 
powerful—and dangerous—tool when the inbreed- 
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ing is intensive. But inbreeding among Thor- 
oughbreds is trivial. Note Dr. Steele’s figure for 
the relationship between the sire and the dam of 
Nuffield. What it means is that the sire and dam 
were approximately 6 per cent more like one an- 


other genetically than they would have been if no | 


name in the sire’s pedigree had been repeated in 
the dam’s. 


That Fallacy 


The following letter is from A. 8. Hewitt, mas- 
ter of Montana Hall, White Post, Va. 


IR: 

Your issue of December 21st 1940 contains an 
extensive letter from my good friend Neil New- 
man. During the course of it he delivered a terse 
and pungent statement: “... years ago the South 
American like Australian breeders realized the 
fallacy of breeding to racing charts rather than 
to blood.” 

This point of view may apply to the importa- 
tions into Australia over a long period of years, 
and certainly applies in the case of Beau Pere, 
who was an indifferent race horse of exquisite 
bloodlines, as well as in the case of Valais, the 
sire of the renowned Heroic. In fact, I cannot 
recall a single first-class race horse being im- 
ported to Australia since the days of mighty 
Fisherman. However, the Australian Thorough- 
bred has not been thoroughly tested on the fields 
of international competition, and on that account 
the general class of the Australian Thoroughbred 
remains unknown. 

In Argentina, however, the situation is quite 
the reverse. For years the Argentines followed a 
consistent policy of buying the very best stallions 
that money could obtain. They went out of their 
way to spend huge sums on animals that had been 
crack race horses. A few examples are CYLLENE 
(probably the best horse ever imported from 
England, with the possible exception of *Glencoe),

Furthermore, it is a study that will repay the 
time spent to go through the English stallion 
registers for the last 40 years, and examine the 
credentials of the stallions which proved success- 


_ ful beyond all doubt or argument. In this whole 


list of animals, which must extend to more than a 
thousand, I can only recall three stallions whose 
stud records were substantially better than their 
racing class. These three were Gallinule, Poly- 
melus, and Dark Ronald. All three were stake 
horses of high calibre, though Gallinule showed 
little form after his 2-year-old season, probably 
due to the fact that he. was both a roarer and a 
bleeder. 

Doubtless the best race horses have access to 
the best mares. Yet very prepotent animals such 
as Rabelais succeed in establishing their worth in 
the face of stiff handicaps. 

In view of the very small percentage of stal- 
lions going to stud which prove successful, and 
the infinitesimal number of indifferent race horses 
which prove successful at stud in competition 
with high-class race horses at stud, it looks as 
though Mr. Newman’s statement requires a little 
more bolstering.

N THE BLOOD-HORSE of November 23 Pedigree 

Points included a list of English Derby win- 
ners imported to North America. The report on 
*St. Giles, winner of the Derby of 1832 and im- 
ported in 1835 by James Jackson, of Alabama, 
was rather bare of detail. From Humphrey Fin- 
ney comes a note culled from a collection .of 
memoranda written by Alex Jackson, grandson 
of James Jackson, for his second cousin the late 
Mrs. Sylvester W. Labrot, Sr.: 

“*St. Giles . . . Carried to Alabama, where he 
stood a couple of years. Was impotent, only sir- 
ing a colt from a saddle mare. Went crazy and 
had to have a spiked wooden contrivance upon 
his neck to prevent the tearing of his own flesh.” 

This effectively disposes of the stud career of 
*St. Giles. Contemporary records, however, in- 
dicate that *St. Giles, like most of the other 
horses owned by Mr. Jackson, stood in Tennessee 
rather than in Alabama. Actually there isn’t 
much difference, since Florence, Ala., the home 
of Mr. Jackson, is only a few miles below the 
Tennessee border.

FLORIDA 
Tropical Park 


HOUGH business during the first weeks ran 

somewhat behind that of the corresponding 
period in 1939, the latter part of the Tropical 
Park meeting went ahead of last season’s figures. 
Complete figures are not yet available, but the 
first Tropical Park meeting this winter is not 
going to be very far behind that of last season, 
if it is behind at all. On New Year’s Day, when 
racing was held in the morning, the turnover was 
$291,426, an increase of about $9,000 over January 
1, 1940, and there was a further increase on Janu- 
ary 4, last Saturday of the meeting. 


The New Year’s Day program was featured by 
a $2,000 purse, under handicap conditions, at a 
mile and 70 yards.

The 
winner was Mrs. W. C. Stroube’s Exarch, a home- 
bred by Greenock, and a fast Florida juvenile of 
1939. Clyde Tolson was an odds-on favorite but 
he faltered in the last furlong. There was a sup- 
porting event in the form of a mile-and-70-yard 
allowance race for 3-year-olds, won by S. Tufano’s 
Market Wise, son of Brokers Tip. He was ridden 
by Wendell Eads, who is the current riding star

On January 8 racing in Florida turns to beauti- 
ful Hialeah Park, a few miles away on the other 
side of Miami, where there are 13 stakes to be de- 
cided. A good many improvements, particularly 
in the facilities in the stable area, have been 
made, and about 1,200 horses are reported on the 
grounds. Opening the stakes program was the 
Inaugural Handicap, a $5,000 added six-furlong 
event which attracted 25 nominees.

Thoroughbred Club Meeting 


Thirty-six members of the Thoroughbred Club 
of America, including two who were just being 
received into membership, attended the regular 
meeting of that organization at the Lafayette 
Hotel, Lexington, on January 4.

Thomas 
Carr Piatt, president of the club, will present the 
recommendations, and the club will also be rep- 
resented at Miami by Neville Dunn, permanent 
secretary of the club, and by Ira Drymon and 
Hunter Moody.

Rescue, a la Alger 


A favorite American theme, before the writers 
of cheap novels had discovered abnormal psy- 
chology, was the return of a young man from 
the “city” to save the old homestead just as the 
sheriff and a man with a black mustache were 
about to take over the property.

Annapolis, Md.) and Anthony Pelleteri, in addi-

“If we are successful in financing the purchase 
of the Fair Grounds,” Mr. Labrot said a day 
later, “we intend to follow the Keeneland idea of 
racing.”” There had been earlier indications that 
some sort of non-profit racing organization was 
planned, and though there was some expectation 
that a spring meeting might be held in 1941, 
plans could not be made until the financing is 
completed.

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SIRES OF 2-YEAR-OLD WINNERS 


ITH this issue THE BLOOD-HORSE begins its 

statistical series covering all races run on 
recognized tracks in North America during the 
year 1940. Here the 2-year-old winners of the 
year and their winnings are classified according 
to sires. 

The leading sire of 2-year-olds, as indicated by 
the amount earned in first monies, was *Bull 
Dog, No. 1 sire at the Shaffer family’s Cold- 
stream Stud, Lexington. During the year *Bull 
Deg was represented by 14 2-year-old winners, 
including the Futurity winner Our Boots, which 
was the principal contributor to the money-win- 
ning total. Second to *Bull Dog was the syndi- 
cate-owned *Blenheim II, standing at A. B. 
Hanceck's Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., whose 
seven winners included Whirlaway, the leading 
money-winning 2-year-old of the season. The 
dead Equipoise, sire of the top filly Level Best 
and the good colt Attention, ranked third. The 
only stallion among the 10 leaders in this 
category which stood outside Kentucky was Sor- 
tie (sire of the Selima Stakes winner Valdina 
Myth), which is located at E. F. Woodward’s 
Valdina Farms in Texas. The leaders in point 
of first monies won by their get:

The statistics given here take no account of 
racing outside North America, but the war has 
sharply limited the participation of American- 
bred horses in English racing and no consequen- 
tial additions may be expected from that quar- 
ter. While complete statistics of English racing 
are not yet available, apparently the only Ameri- 
can-bred 2-year-old to win a race of consequence 
in England last year was the stakes-winner Book- 
let, by *Sir Gallahad III out of *Sekhmet, by 
Sardanapale.
